3) . Novelty is acknowledged vis-a-vis D1 , because of the nature of the group linking 
together the pyridinyl ring with the other ring system. 

Novelty is also acknowledged vis-a-vis D2 which discloses piperidinyl rings instead of 
pyridinyl moieties. 

D3 does not destroy the novelty of the claimed compounds for the same reasons as 
D1. 

The condensed ring system disclosed in D4 is not mentioned for the compounds of the 
present application. 
Novelty is acknowledged. 

None of the cited documents discloses compounds which can inhibit the nitric 
oxide synthetase. 

Hence, the making of these compounds having such a specific activity is not obvious 
for the skilled person.
